BOLD CAMP THIEVES CAUGHT 


4 
Men Wanted for En Foster’s 
ond Camps Arrested Law- 
rence Last N P 
Guilty in Police Court 


Andover had rather an unusual ex- 
erience last week in that two fob- 
eries were committed, one immedi- 
ately after the other, and both re- 
sulting in the loss of considerable 
property and money, 
_At some time previous to Friday, 
six camps at Foster’s Pond, one of 
which is owned by George Saunders 
of High street, were rifled, The 
thieves were evidently willing to take 
one which lay at hand, He 
from the variety of articles w ich 
were stolen. While they were care- 
ful to make off with three shot guns, 
a rifle, three revolvers, a hunti 
knife and similar articles whic 
would naturally attract men of. their 
calling, they also had a marked 
liking for edibles, as considerable 
canned goods and a bread tin were 
likewise missed. Other things taken 
included clothes, tobacco, a razor and 
strop, a picture cut from the frame, 
fishing tackle, a box of cartridges, 
nails and screws. “Oak Knoll,” the 
Saunders’ camp, suffered most, about 
$75 worth of plunder being taken. 

‘rom the Burridge camp, it was at 
first thought that a graphaphone had 
been taken, but the article in question 
was later found under an overturned 
boat on the shore of the pond 

The thieves were arrested in Law- 
rence last night by Lieutenant Vose 
and Inspectors Kelliher and Wood- 
cock. The men are William Zeiner, 
aged 19, taken from his work in the 

ood mill; Alfred Frisch, aged 18, 
and John Glennon, aged 25. When 
captured, a large quantity of cloth- 
ing and other property was found. 
A hearing was held this morning, at 
which the defendants pleaded guilty 
to breaking and entering. t is 
claimed that both Zeiner and Glen- 
non are old offenders and have police 
court records.

Taft Cuts $14,000,000 From 
Department Estimates 


GABINET MEETING POSTPONED 


President’s Advisers Given Time to 
Make Still Further Reductions—De- 
voting Almost Entire Time to Mes- 
sage to Congress—Payne Unable to 
Forecast Legislative Program at 
Session to Begin Next Week 


Washington, Dec. 1.—President 
Taft was busy Wednesday with the 
estimates for appropriations which 
were submitted to him by the various 
department heads. He has already 
cut the estimates down to the extent of 
$14,000,000 and is making further re- 
ductions. By the time he is through 
the total will doubtless run millions 
beyond the cuts he made yesterday. 

While the details of the reductions 
are not disclosed, it is learned that 
they were distributed through all of 
the departments. Among other things 
cuts were made in the estimates for a 
number of public buildings. The 
president is required by law to keep 
the estimates for appropriations down 
to the estimates of revenue. For this 
reason, he is reducing the estimates. 
Furthermore, he is trying to make’a 
record for economy. 

The cabinet meeting scheduled for 
Wednesday was postponed until Fri- 
day to allow the cabinet officers to 
make another revision of their figures. 
By Friday, however, it is expected 
that the message will be ready for 
consideration by the cabinet. 

Just as soon as the message is out 
of the way the president will devote 
the next three or four days to seeing 
senators and representatives regard- 
ing the legislative program. He will 
not take up the appointments to the 
supreme court and the court of com- 
merce until the latter part of next 
week, and the judiciary nominations 
will not be ready for the senate until 
the second week o1 the session. 

Various reports as to the judgeship 
selections made by the president have 
been pure guesswork, and slates have 
been set up by gossip only to be 
broken within a few hours following 
their announcement. The nomination 
of Justice Hughes as chief justice 
seems to be the only appointment de- 
cided upon up to this time. 


President Taft was at work on his’ 


message until 3 o'clock yesterday 
morning. He did not go over to the 
executive offices Wednesday, but re- 
mained at work in his study. The 
only visitor he saw there was Presi- 
dent McCrea of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. The call was a brief one and 
McCrea declared it was purely per- 
sonal. He said he did not discuss any 
phase of the message with the presi- 
dent. As to business conditions, Mc- 
Crea repeated his statement of a few 
days ago that business was marking 
time. “And,” he added, “every man 
must be his own judge as to what the 
future is likely to be.” 
Representative Payne of New York, 
Republican floor leader in the house, 
called at the executive offices, but did 
not see the president. As to what 
the legislative program was likely to 
be, Payne declared that any man’s 
guess would be as good as his own. 
Former Vice President Fairbanks of 
Indiana is to be a guest at the White 
House for several days next week. 
The visit is attracting a great deal ot 
attention politically, and it is said 
may have an important bearing upon 
Republican politics in the state. 


PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


Goodwin Is Arraigned on Charge of 
Murdering Galloway 

Salem, Mass., Nov. 29.—Chester 
Goodwin pleaded not guilty when for- 
mally charged with the murder of 
Bertram W. Galloway at Danvers, 
when brought before the first district 
court here. He was held without bail 
for the January term of the Wssex 
county grand jury. 

Goodwin, who worked with Gallo- 
way in the moth extermination ser- 
vice and who also boarded at Gallo- 
way’s home in Danvers, shot and 
killed Galloway at the latter's home 
during a quarrel. 


DEATH OF OLD SETTLER 


He Had Not Shaved Nor Cut His Hair 
In Ninety Years 

Nashville, Ind., Dec. 1.—Elbert 
Merida, who lived his 90 years with- 
out ever having been shaved or having 
his hair cut, died at his home near 
here of typhoid fever. He was one of 
the oldest settlers of Brown county. 

In his little log house are a number 
of rattlesnake skins, to the wearing of 
which he attributed his long life. 


Man Blinded by Jealous Girl 

Cumberland, Md., Nov. 28.—J. y. 
Mullen was blinded in the street in 
Piedmont by Miss F. Fauon, who 
threw carbolic acid in his face. His 
sight is destroyed and his face is ge- 
verely burned. Miss Fallon was ar- 
rested. She was jealous of the at- 
tention pald by Mullen to other girls 
at a ball. 


MAINE BANK ENJOINED 


Move by Examiner to Protect People’s 
Safe Deposit and Savings 

Bath, Me., Nov. 29.—The People’s 
Safe Deposit and Savings bank was 
closed by an injunction issued by As- 
sociate Justice Savage of the supreme 
court on petition of State Bank Ex- 
aminer Skelton. 

Mr. Skelton explained that the ac- 
tion was not taken because of lack of 
confidence in the institution or its of- 
ficers, but for the reason that the 
bank has not made any gain in de- 
posits for some time; that there is 
such a strong competition in this 
vicinity for business and the bank 
was not on a firm enough basis to 
compete with the other banks. 

Justice Savage ordered a hearing to 
be held on Dec. 27 and that an in- 
junction be issued pending the hear- 
ing, restraining the bank from pro- 
ceeding further with its business ex- 
cept the collection of moneys due it. 
The injunction was served and no 
further business will be done pending 
an order from the court. 


MICHAEL CUDAHY DEAD 


Founder of One of Largest Packing 
Concerns In the Country 

Chicago, Nov. 28.—Michael Cud- 
ahy, founder of the packing firm bear- 
ing his name, died here last night of 
pneumonia. He had been ill for five 
days. 

Mr. Cudahy was born in Ireland, 
Dec. 7 1841. He came to the United 
States with his parents in 1849, and 
the family settled in Milwaukee. 

When a boy of 15 he became an em- 
Ploye in a Milwaukee packing house. 
He attracted the attention of the late 
P. D. Armour, and at Armour’s so- 
licitation came to Chicago. 

In 1873 he was made a partner in 
the firm of Armour & Co., and con- 
tinued in this connection until 1890, 
when he aided in organizing the 
Cudahy Packing company of which he 
was made president. His brothers, 
Joseph and Patrick, were associated 
with him.

Ex-President of Honduras Starts 
a Fresh Revolution 


San Juan Del Sur, Nic., Nov. 30.— 
Advices from Tegucigalpa state that 
the Atlantic ports of Honduras and the 
department of Comayagua have been 
captured by revolutionists under the 
leadership of former President Bon- 
illa. Government forces sent to re- 
take the territory joined the enemy. 

General Bonilla attempted an unsuc- 
cessful revolt against the government 
of President Davila last summer. 
Later he sought refuge in Guatemala, 
from which country he was deported. 
Recently he was reported to be in New 
Orleans organizing an expedition 
which was to attack the Atlantic 
coast of Honduras. 

Bonilla’s cause was helped some- 
what by the rebellion of General Valla- 
dares, the governor of the island oi 
Amapala. The latter was recently de- 
posed, and came to this country.

LEARNED CRIME IN PRISCN 


Youth Tells Judge That Reformatory 
Is a Fagin School 

Boston, Nov. 17.—That the Massa- 

chusetts reformatory at Concord is a 

school for the education of criminals 


| Was the declaration made by Henry 


Diggs, a 19-year-old graduate of the 
reformatory, to Judge Stevens. 

He was on trial with three other 
young men for burglarizing clothing 
stores. He said he had, by associa- 
tion with men under reformatory 
treatment at the institution, all older 
than himself, been imbued with the 
glory that comes to the man who can 
rob and escape detection. He told 
the judge that his fellow~-prisoners had 
given most of their leisure time to 
planning criminal work to be done 
when released. 

Judge Stevens sent Diggs to state 
prison for from five to seven years. 
His companions, Vincent Moore, who 
is but 16 years of age, was sent to the 
reformatory; James Cavanaugh, aged 
20, was sent with him for five yeara 
and two months, and James McIntyre, 
the oldest of the quartet, for five years 
and three months. 


SENTENCE !S8 SUSPENDED 


Mental Condition of Former Bank 
Cashier to Be Investigated 

Boston, Nov. 16.—After a hearing 
of three hours, Judge Dodge suspend- 
ed sentence indefinitely in the case ot 
George W. Tufts, former bank cashier, 
of the Rockport National bank, whc 
pleaded guilty of making false entries 
in the bank accounts. The question of 
Tuft’s mental condition is to be de- 
termined by direction of the court be- 
fore the case is finally settled. 

Attorney White, representing the 
defendant, called to the witness stand 
several citizens of Rockport who told 
of the eccentricities of Tufts. 

- Tufts himself took the stand and 
denied the truth of the statements he 
made to Assistant District Attorney 
Garland after his arrest. He said he 
never embezzled money, but that there 
was an original shortage of $2000. He 
said he did not know where the money 
went, but that he covered up the 
shortage by forged notes. 


COST FOSS $37.000 
TO WIN ELECTION 


Second Largest Bl! Ever Filed 
by a Bay State Candidate 


Boston, Nov. 16.—It cost Bugene 
N. Foss $37,000 to wage his success- 


ful campaign for governor, according 


to the sworn statement which he filed 
with the secretary of state and the 
Boston city clerk yesterday. 

Governor-elect Foss’ campaign ex- 
penditures amounted to just $20,000 
more than the amount which Govern- 
or Draper swore that he spent for his 
campaign, and was the largest cam- 
paign expense statement ever filed at 
the Boston city hall, with one ex- 
ception. This was the campaign state- 
ment of James J: Storrow, who swore 
that it cost him $103,000 to make his 
fight for the mayoralty in the last city 
campaign. 

Yesterday was the last day that 
candidates for office at the state elec- 
tion had to file their statements ot 
campaign expenses under the corrupt 
practices act. Several candidates 
failed to do\so and thus violated this 
law.

Agricultural Awards 

The special committee of the State 
Board of Agriculture on the disposi- 
tion of the money anpropriated by 
the Legislature of 1910 for the en- 
couragement of orcharding, has 
awarded the prizes offered by the 
Board for orchard work. These prizes 
were open to competition of all per- 
sons owning orchards in Massachu- 
setts, and there were many entries. 

The awards are as follows: 

(1). For the best yield of mar- 
ketable fruit from a single tree: First 
prize, to Frederick A. Russell of Me- 
thuen, for 56 bushels of marketable 
fruit from a Gravenstein tree, $25; 
second prize, to C. W. Mann of Me- 
thuen, for 44 bushels from a Baldwin 
tree, $15; third prize, to Rev. Nathan- 
iel B. Fiske of Danvers (orchard in 
Stoneham), for 32 1-2 bushels from 
a Wealthy tree, $10. 

(2) For the best yield of market- 
able fruit from an acre of apple 
orchard, trees in one solid block: 
First prize, to Drew-Munson Fruit 
Co., Harold L. Frost, treasurer, of 
Littleton, for 227 barrels of Baldwin 
apples, selling for $715.70, with a net 
profit of $519.55, award $50; second 
prize, $30, to Rev. Nathaniel B. 
Fiske of Danvers (orchard in Stone- 
ham), for 115 barrels of Baldwin ap- 
ples, selling for $517.50, with a net 
profit of $509.50. 

(3) For the best 
spraying: First prize, $30, to Rev. 
Nathaniel B, Fiske of Danvers. (or- 
chard in Stoneham); second prize, 
$20, to the Drew-Munson Fruit Co., 
Harold L. Frost, treasurer, of Lit- 
tleton. The judges took into con- 
sideration the previous condition of 
the orchards, the improvement shown 
in condition of trees, yield, and net 
profits resulting. 

These first three classes were 
shown by the sworn statements of 
the contestants and the awards were 
made by the committee from an ex- 
amination of these statements. 

The largest number of entries was 
in class four, for the best young ap- 
ple orchard of not less than two 
acres, not necessarily in one solid 
block, set in 1908 or 1909. Wilfred 
Wheeler of Concord acted as judge 
in the class, and the following points 
were taken into consideration in 
making the awards: manner of lay- 
ing out, condition of the soil, vari- 
eties, growth of trees, health of trees, 
shaping of the trees. First prize, 
$50, to Turner Hill Farm, Ipswich, 
F. A. Smith, superintendent, with a 
score Of 95; second prize, $30, to H. 
A. Hale of Colrain, with a score of 
o1; third prize. $20, to E, Cyrus 
ae of Haydenville, with a score 
of ot.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN, 


Twenty-Four Girls Lose Thelt 
Lives In Newark Horror 


NO ESCAPE BY STAIRWAYS 


Rush of Flames So Swift That Narrow 
Fire Escapes Become Dancing Hot— 
Many Dashed to Pavement Sixty 
Feet Below as Girls Scurry Like 
Rats From Burning Bin—Delay in 
Sounding Fire Alarm 


Newark, N. J., Nov. 28.—Only one 
unidentified body remains in the 
morgue here, only one employe of 


the Wolf Manufacturing company is 
still missing, and it now seems that 
the first estimate of the death list 
from the great factory fire will stand 
at twenty-four. 

The girls were burned alive or 
crushed to death on the pavement in 
leaping from the windws and fire-es- 
capes of the four-story brick factory 
at the corner of Orange and High 
streets. Forty-nine were taken to 
hospitals, of whom two may die. 

The rush of the flames was so swift 
and threw such terror into the hud- 
dled working girls on the top story 
that the body of one was found stil: 
seated on a charred stool beside the 
machine at which she had been bus} 
when the first cry of “Fire” fright: 
ened her. 

The building was very inflammable, 
and the first gush of flames cut off all 
possibility of escape by the stairways. 
The elevator made one trip, but took 
down no passengers and never came 
back, The only exit was by two nar- 
row fire-escapes, the lower patforms 
of which were twenty-five feet from 
the street. To these overcrowded, 
scorched and steep lanes pressed for- 
ward a mob of women, blind with 
panic, driven by the fire and the oth- 
ers behind them. A net was spread 
beneath the windows, and the girls 
began to jump. 

“Like rats out of a burning bin,” 
was the way a fireman described that 
pell-mell descent. Some of them were 
dashed off the fire-escape to the pave- 
ment sixty feet below. Others stood 
in the windows outlined against the 
flames and jumped clear; others 
leaped from the landings; still others 
from the steps where they stood. The 
air was full of them, and they fell 
everywhere—into the net, on the fire- 
men, and fifteen of them on the stone 
slabs. When the rain of bodies 
ceased there were eight dead in the 
street, and the gutters ran red. Others 
died in the hospitals. 

Thousands flocked to the fire and 
made the work of the firemen and 
police more difficult. Silk workers 
fell in the street and prayed. Priests 
and clergymen worked their way 
through the press to give the last 
consolations. Ambulances and auto- 
mobiles, commandeered for emergen- 
cy service, were hurrying in oppo- 
site streams to the hospitals and back 
again. 

The building was a four-story brick 
structure, occupied on the two lower 
floors by the Newark Paper Box Com- 
pany and the A. A. Drake Paper Box 
company; on the third floor, where 
the fire started, by the Anchor Lamp 
company and the Aetna Electric com- 
pany, and on the top floor, where the 
death list ran heaviest, by the Wolf 
Manufacturing company, makers of 
underwear. The wooden floors were 
soaked with oil drippings from the 
machines, and the flames ate through 
them like pasteboard. When they 
warped and weakened the weight of 
the machinery tore them from the 
walls, and they fell into the basement 
in a tangle of hot iron and mangled 
humanity. 

Sadie Benson, an employe of the 
Aetna Electric company, was cleaning 
an electric light fixture in a gasolene 
bath. The gasolene took fire—she 
does not know how—and trickled in 
a little rivulet of flame to the floor, 
where there was a full can of gaso- 
lene. The can exploded, and the 
burning liquid flew far and wide. 

Lewis Coxe, an employe of the box 
factory on the second floor, was 
standing in the hallway at the time, 
of the explosion. Tne shock was | 
strong enough, he says, to hurl him 
against the wall, but the girls up 
stairs at their whirring sewing ma- 
chines heard nothing. 

Fire Chief Ashley laid the responsi- 
bility for loss of life to delay in turn- 
ing in an alarm. He says that five 
minutes were lost in frying to fight | 
the blazing gasolene with sand in a, 
barrel. “If those precious minutes 
had not been wasted,” he almost 
sobbed, ‘we should not have lost one 
single life.” |

@nable New England merchants to 
compete suceessfully with western and 
southern concerns and to safeguard 
the interests of this section through 
the troublous days of railroad rate 
legislation which impend. 

Presidents of boards of trade in 
large cities, the heads of merchants’ 
associations, of business men’s asso- 
clations, of commercial clubs and oth- 
er chambers of commerce were pres- 
ent at the meeting, which was presid- 
ed over by Bernard J. Rothwell, 
president of the Boston chamber. 

The attendants at the meeting 
unanimously voted to support the new 
organization, which means an unpre- 
cedented advance in raising the sec- 
tion higher even than ever before in 
Manufacturing and producing fame. 
One of the first wedges in the advance 
will be a new steamship line direct to 
Texas.

Once Rich and Successful Prize 
Fighter Dies In Poverty 


London, Dec. 1.—“Jem” Mace, the 


hefd of many prize fights, died at Jar- | 


tow-on-Tyne, of old age. He was in 
his 79th year. Mace was at one time 
worth more than $1,000,000, but of 
recent years he had been dependent 
upon the assistance of friends. Occa- 
sionally he had appeared in music hall 
exhibitions. He was born at Beeston 
on April 8, 1831, and in his day was 
one of the greatest of boxers. 

In his old age Mace found his for- 
tune gone, and a short time ago he 
applied for benefit from the old-age 
pension fund. 

For the last few years Mace had 
lived in an old London tavern in Is- 
lington. He was a lithe, erect, hand- 
some old man with fine eyes and wavy 
gray hair above a good forehead, and 
strong, well formed features. 

“Since I lost my wife,” he said, 
“nothing has gone right. I always 
wanted a master, and since she died 
I have had nobody to tell me.” 


35,000 TUBERCULAR CASES 


Not Beds Enough to Accommodate 
Patients In Massachusetts 

Boston, Dec. 1.—shat there are 
35,000 cases of well developed tuber- 
culosis in the state of Massachusetts 
ig the statement made fn a report by 
the special commission created by the 
last legislature and appointed by Gov- 
ernor Draper to investigate the care 
of tubercular patients. 

The provision of from 6000 to 6000 
additional beds for the use of tuber- 
cular patients; the payment by the 
state of a subsidy of $5 per week for 
each non-paying tubercular patient in 
local hospitals; and the establishment 
of a system by means of which, un- 
der certain restrictions, tubercular 
patients may be supplied with food at 
their homes, are features of the re- 
port of the commission.

OF SELF-EXILE 


Explorer Wi! Return to United 
States Befcr Christmas 


BONFESSIIN TO THE PUBLIC 


ee 


Admits That He Does Not Know 
Whether He Reached North Pole or 
Not—Was Half Mad From Privation 
and Loneliness—Was Bewildered 
and Believed His Own Story as Told 
at Copenhagen 


New York, Dec, 1.—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook has confessed that he does 
not know whether he reached the 
North Pole. 

He has said, too, that he is tired of 
living the life of an exile from his 
own country, and intends to return to 
the United States, landing at New’ 
York on Dec. 22, with his wife and 
children, in time to spend Christmas 
with his relatives in Brooklyn. 

His one desire, he adds, is to re- 
establish himself in the estimation of 
his countrymen; he realizes the posi- 
tion he has held in the public eye 
since his flight from this city last No- 
vember, and the confession he has 
written is for the purpose of settintg 
him rigat. 

The discredited explorer does not 
say outright that he failed to reach 
the Pole. He merely admits that he is 
not sure, remarking that he was half 
mad from privation and loneliness, but 
convinced himself at the time that he 
had really attained the goal of his am- 
bition. 

He insists that he did not appre- 


' elate the tremendous popular interest 


in such a feat, and was overwhelmed 
and bewildered by the attention he 
found concentrated upon himself from 
the time he landed at Copenhagen. 

Yet at the time, he declares, he be- 
lieved his own story. Now, in the 
light of reflection, he is not so posi- 
tive. It would be impossible, he says, 
for any man to assert positively that 
he had reached the spot. where all 
meridians meet. 

It is in a series of four articles to 
be published in Hampton’s Magazine 
that Cook discusses this and other 
phases of the drama which absorbed 
the world in the months that stretched 
between his reception at the Danish 
capital and the last tense days at the 
Hotel Gramatan in Bronxville. 

The writer pays particular atten- 
tion to the psychology of his life at 
that time. In fact, he goes back years 
into his past to trace the desire for 
exploration that finally became a rea- 
sonless craving, driving him on and 
on, regardless of perils, through the 
isolation and suffering of the two years 
he spent behind the ice wall in the 
north. For Cook declines to admit 
that he did not pay the price of the 
explorer, even if he failed to win the 
laurels. 

Among the remarkable facts brought 
out by Cook’s story is that all the 
time he has been missing he has never 
worn a disguise, and has ‘never taken 
unusual precaution to conceal his 
identity. Part of the time his wife 
has been with him, and part of the 
time his children. The children are 
now at a retreat in France, and Cook 
and his wife are in Europe. 


BLAMES LITERARY AGENT 


Tolstol Tragedy Due to Techertkoff, 
Says Novelist’s Son 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 30.—Count 
Leo Tolstoi publishes a. bitter. de- 
nunciation of Count Tschertkoff, the 
intimate friend and literary agent of 
the late Count Tolstol. The son de- 
clares that Tschertkoff was the worst 
enemy that his father had in all edu- 
cated Russia and the civilized world, 
and that he was directly guilty of the 
tragedy of Yasnaya Poliana. 

“The malign influence of Tschert- 
koff,” writes Tolstoi, “caused the 
premature death of my father, his 
superhuman sufferings and the sep- 
aration from his family.” 


FOR STEALING $1,490,000 


Secretary of Trust Company Gets 
From Ten to Eighteen Years 

Louisville, Nov. 30.—August Ropke 
entered a plea of guilty to five counts 
of the indictment charging him with 
embezzlement of the funds of the 
Fidelity Trust company. The total 
of the defalcations was $1,490,000. 
The amount was reduced by recover- 
fes to $1,190,000. 

Ropke was given a sentence of from 
ten to eighteen years In the peniten- 
tiary, this penalty covering all his of- 
fenses.

MOVE TO BREAK UP 
THE SUGAR COMBINE 


Dissolution Suit Is Filed by 
the Federal Government 


New York, Nov. 29.—A bill in 
equity to dissolve tne American Su- 
gar Refining company, known as the 
sugar trust, because it is a monopoly 
conducted in restraint of trade, wae 
filed in the United States circuit 
court for the southern district of New 
York by United States District At- 

‘torney Wise. 

A perpetual injunction is asked re- 
straining the company from paying 
dividends and the stockholders from 
exercising any privileges as stock- 
holders. The petition charges an un- 
lawful combination and conspiracy in 
dominating and fixing the selling price 
of raw sugars effected by forty-nine 
defendants, corporations and individu- 
als in nine states. 

The petition describes the manner 
in which the trust acquired smaller . 
concerns and how by selling sugars 
for less than cost the company was 
able to force factories to close down, 
driving competitors into selling their 
interests to the trust. 


GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER 


Boston Man Who Killed a Negro Is 
Placed on Probation 

Boston, Nov. 30.—John Holt, who 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter in hav- 
ing caused the death of Sabie Single- 
ton, a negro, in the Roxbury district 
earlier in the month, was yesterday 
placed on probation by order of Judge 
Stevens. This action of the judge 
followed upon the evidence of eye wit- 
nesses who had seen the trouble be- 
tween Holt and Singleton.

Clear the Path for the “Only Patriot” 

Oh, by the way, a man by the name 
of Eugene N. Foss was elected, and 
has been sworn in, as a Representa- 
tive in Congress from the Fourteenth 
Massachusetts District, and Congress 
convenes next week. With a state- 
wide. campaign, Shared, the sov- 
ereign voice of the people,” how in 
the world is the Fourteenth District 
to be represented in Congress dur- 
ing the month of December? 

We would suggest to the Honor- 
able Eugene Noble Foss that he is- 
sue another proclamation, addressed 
to Congress, ordering it to adjourn 
on the day that it is called together, 
in order to enable him to devote his 
attention, unrestrainedly, to the ‘tre- 
mendous task imposed upon him and 
the “Rev. Adolphus Berle, Esq,,” of 
retiring the senior Senator to pri- 
vate life. These noble patriots 
should be allowed to go entirely un- 
tramelled: the one unhampered by 
any demands of a religious sort, fol- 
lowing out the assumption that he 
has long illustrated, that his “license 
to preach” carries with it a license 
to abuse everybody and everything 
with whom. he differs; the other un- 
restrained by any such foolish little 
thing as a Dederal constitution, ex- 
emplifying daily the importance: of 
his new position as the “boss” of 
Massachusetts, 

A distinguished citizen once sug- 
gested that the Democratic candidate 
for Governor was quite a “plunger,” 
and notwithstanding that  gentle- 
man’s firm denial of such an insinu- 
ation, itis evident that he is not only 
quite a plunger, but in furthering his 
campaign for more power, he is still 
followin the plunger’s methods, 
pyramiding the Congressional chair 
with the office of Governor, and pre- 
paring to pyramid the office of Gov- 
ernor with that of President. Hail 
to the King—in a great “Bull” cam- 
paign. 


Campaign Expenses 


With an acknowledged expenditure 
in the last campaign for Governor 
rising . $100,000, by the two leading 
candidates .and their committees, 
carrying with that acknowledged 
amount probably thrice as much 
more charged up to “personal jex- 
penses,” the average man must con- 
sider with considerable agitation the 
future estate of political candidates 
in this Commonwealth, 

We do not believe that the intent 
of the founders of this nation was 
the. exclusive elevation of meh of 
wealth to the high offices. Undoubt- 
edly in the early days there was 
strong big! 2 that position and 
wealth properly deserved power, and 
following that idea, to the men of 
education who were few in each 
community, and to the men of 
wealth who were even fewer, was 
granted without question, the right 
to govern. But it was given to these 
men because their wealth and their 
ability gave them superior faculties 
and superior equipment for the work 
of governing, and not because their 
wealth and training was sufficiently 
powerful to compel this endorsement. 

That day has gone by. Education 
is much more universal, and the man 
of rank is not of necessity the man 
of wealth. The country is full of 
clear-headed, keen, able and honor- 
able men who are rated as poor men 
as the standards of wealth go, who 
must be induced to partake of the 
obligations and _ responsibilities of 
office-holding if we are to secure the 
best results im government. Such 
examples as have been seen in many 
close elections in Massachusetts and 
other states during the past decade, 
are not helpful to this sort of a de- 
mand. 

The solution is not easy to find. 
Perhaps it is to be found in the as- 
sumption by the government of all 
expenses, mecessary to 
elect men to office after they receive 
party nominations, but the same old 
difficulty of what constitutes “per- 
sonal expenses” will enter there that 
is so large a part of the present prob- 
lem. It is doubtful if one man in ten 
in Massachusetts appreciates that for 
every dollar returned to the Com- 
monwealth as a legitimate expense 
under the law, at least three dollars 
has probably been spent as a “per- 
sonal expense,” called for solely be- 
cause of a political campaign. In 
the light of this statement, which 
will be proven by honest testimony 
from any candidate for office, the 
filing of campaign expenses now go- 
ing on with the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth makes a problem of 
huge dimensions for the people to 
carefully consider.

It was indeed a notable concert 
which was given yesterday afternoon 
in Davis Hall by Anton Witek, the 
new concert-master of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, and his gifted 
wife, Mrs. Vita (Gerhardt) itek.

Dickens, in what I consider to be 
his best novel, makes the tame raven 
which Barnaby Rudge carried with 
him, report the heading of this let- 
ter always when Barnaby got into 
a scrape. The same sentiment is ex- 
pressed in Holy Writ frequently. 
“Whatever thy hand findeth to do, 
do it with thy might.” “He that put- 
teth his hand to the plough and 
looketh back is not fit for the king- 
dom.” “Pray without ceasing.” The 
Scriptures are teeming withthe 
motto of Barnaby’s raven, “Never 
say die.” 

Lloyd George, now the chancellor 
of England, was a poor boy ei, 
up by his uncle, a village cobbler, 
who mended shoes on week days 
and preached in the church on Sun- 
days. Lloyd George was first known 
to fame by his defying the clergy- 
man of the parish and aga a 
friend in the churchyard. en 
told that not being a true member 
of the church, not being baptized by 
her, the gate to the cemetery could 
not be opened to allow them to carry 
his dead friend to the grave, Lloyd 
George replied by saying that the 
did not require the gate to be left 
open, they would take the coffin over 
the cemetery wall, which they did, 
and the man was buried in good or- 
der. I merely mention this incident 
to show the never-say-die spirit of 
the little Welshman who today tells 
the aristocratic House of Lords that 
they are the revolutionists, and not 
the mad women who are throwing 
stones and breaking windows, who 
are only cats mewing. 

The Right Honorable W. E. Bax- 
ter was spoken of also in my last 
week’s letter. Mr. Baxter was the 
son of a Dundee linen merchant and 
went through all the grades in his 
father’s office. They s ipped goods 
to every port in the civilized world, 
and after Mr. Baxter was elected a 
member from the Montrose boroughs 
his knowledge of geography, ships 
and shipping was at once appreciated 
bv Mr. Gladstone, who named him 
as one of the Lords of the Admir- 
alty. It may interest our young 
politicians to know that before he 
could accept that admiralty office he 
had to be elected again as a member 
of the House of Commons. I note 
this, as it brings out strongly how 
democratic the British laws are. As 
a Lord of the Admiralty Mr. Baxter 
made his mark. The kind of coal 
the warships were using was high in 
price and of poor quality. From his 
knowledge of ships, as Mr. Glad- 
stone said, the new lord, by telling 
them to use a different kind of coal, 
had saved the country fifty thousand 
dollars a year; and farther, that by 
using a different kind of oil on 
steamers, the salary of twenty-five 
thousand dollars paid to Mr. Baxter

PSALM XL

Written for the Townsman 


This is a Messianic Psalm. A por- 
tion of it, in Heb. 10:.5-7, is put into 
the mouth of Christ. The Old Test- 
ament is full of the Messiah, from 
the promise, Gen 3:15, that the seed 
of the woman should bruise the ser- 
pent’s head, to the last verse of Mal- 
achi, which foretells his forerunner. 
Jesus himself, beginning from Moses 
and all the prophets, expounded the 
things that were written concerning 
himself, | 

The Psalm also depicts, as in the’! 
first and fifteenth, the perfect man, ,; 
who is more than realized in Him! 
who is at once the Son of Man and 
the Son of God. In pany of the 
Psalms he is indirectly foreshadowed; | 
in some, e.g., the second and the one 
hundred and tenth, He seems to have 
been revealed to the writers by the 
direct inspiration of the Holy Spirit. 

In our Psalm the act of the Psalm- 
ist foreshadows the infinitely greater 
act of our Redeemer in giving him- 
self to God for us. The ears of the 
Psalmist had been opened to the com- 
mand of God, and to the worthless- 
ness of the sacrifices as then com- 
monly offered. As Samuel had said 
to Saul, “To obey is better than sac- 
rifice and to harken than the fat of 
rams.” 

In his overwhelming sense of God’s 
goodness and mercy, and intense de- 
sire to render to him according to the 
benefit received, he, so to speak, an- 
ticipates our Christian hymn, 

“Here, Lord, I give myself away, 
Tis all that I can do.” 

“Lo, I come,” he says. “In the roll 
of the book it is prescribed to me. 
Thee will I delight in. Thy law is 
within my heart.” Vs. 7 and 8. Not 
an external restraint, but a jubilant 
impulse from his inmost soul. 

And so in Heb. 10:5, our Lord re- 
peats our Psalmist’s words, with an 
infinite significance. “In sacrifices 
and offerings thou hast no pleasure. 
Therefore I said behold I come (in 
the volume of the book it is written 
of me) to do thy will, O my God.” 

Israel. was chosen of God to be a 
holy nation. To become unholy by 
disobedience was for the Israelite to 
forget his connection with the people 
of God. The sacrifices were the ap- 
pointed remedy. The death of the 
victim represented a vicarious pen- 
alty, in view of which the transgres- 
sor could become again a citizen. 
The “whole burnt offering,” which 
was entirely consumed upon the al- 
tar, represented an unreserved com- 
mitment by the offerer of himself and 
his to the service of God, The “sac- 
rifice’ represented the ratification of 
his restoration and forgiveness by a 
common meal, in which Jehovah was 
the guest, the choicest portions of 
the victim being consumed for him 
upon the altar and the remainder he- 
ing eaten, as it were, with him by the 
offerer, his family and the officiating 
priest. 

Not only was the individual Israel- 
ite with his family to be thus restored 
by frequent sacrifices, but “year by 
year,” on the day of atonement, the 
nation as such must be brought back 
to God, by the intercession of the 
High Priest before the Mercy Seat, 
and the sending away of the scape- 
) goat, laden with the sins of the peo-

terest your readers. I only mention 
these facts to let our young men 
know that paying attention to other 
things besides football and the next 
car from Lawrence may be useful.

What about all this story? Noth- 
ing, only it tells us that Donald Cur- 
rie, when he was a boy working for 
one dollar a week, paid attention, 
took notice, and in two years could 
speak German, French and Spanish 
to the foreign captains and others 
who called at the shipping office. He 
could also write letters in any of 
these languages, and before he was 
twenty years of age was an import- 
ant man in the place.

It is astonishing how many boys 
like Lloyd George, W. E. Baxter 
and Donald Currie have risen from 
the ranks to be men of rank and 
note. American people are apt to 
think that it is only in this country 
that men rise to positions of emi- 
nence and wealth; that the only 
British people who have wealth and 
influence are lords, dukes, marquises 
earls or sits. Last week I notice 
that the exchequer of England got 
fifteen million dollars as legacy duty 
from the estates of two men who 
were only plain Dick and Harry. Of 
course these two men did not run 
down to Lawrence when they had 
a dollar in their pocket. They put 
the dollar in the bank and studied 
out where they could buy good po- 
tatoes cheap, and then found out 
where they could sell dear, and were 
not ashamed to handle potatoes or 
anything else. The same kind of 
men succeed anywhere.

Let us now briefly review the prog- 
ress of thought in the Psalms as a 
whole. 


Vs. 1-3, Patient and hopeful wait- 
ing has brought its reward. From 
the quicksand of unbelief, an al- 
mighty hand has lifted the sufferer 
and set him in a path that is firm and 
plain; and has put a new song in his 
mouth, anticipating new supplies of 
grace, and new deliverances in time 
of need, for which he still appeals to 
God in the peas a confidence that 
“the Lord thinketh upon me.” As 

rayer has led to praise, so praise 
eads back to prayer, Vs. 11-16. 
Praise is both the fount and source 


of confidence. “Withhold not thy 
lovingkindness. Let thy truth and 
thy tender mercy preserve me,” 


Praise brings humility and awakens 
the consciousness of sin, “Mine in- 
iquities have taken hold of me, so 
that I cannot look up.” The good- 
ness of God leadeth to repentance. 
“Thou hast set mine iniquities before 
thee, my secret sins in the light of 
thy countenance.” But the light of 
God’s countenance is love. Love for 
the sinner and corresponding hatred 
of his sin. The less we have of the 
light of God, the less will be our 
consciousness of, or our concern 
about sin. The clearer our knowl- 
edge of, and delight in God, the 
clearer our perception ofthe presence 
of sin in our own lives, and the 
deeper our sense of its dreadful ma- 
lignity. Praise leads us out of con- 
cern for ourselves and into a gen- 
erous and wide-reaching interest in 
others. 


The spirit of praise constrains us j 
to speak what we know and testify 
to what we have seen of God’s in- 
finite goodness and power. V. 9, 1 
have published thy righteousness to 
the great congregation. I have not | 
refrained my lips. O °Lord. thou 
knowest. Let such as love thy sal- 
vation say continually, “The Lord 
be magnified. Many shall see it and 
fear, and shall trust in the Lord. 


Verses 6-9 of this Psalm remind us 
of that age-long and world-wide pro- | 
pensitvy of the human heart to per- 
vert the outward ordinances of re- 
ligion to the exact opposite of the 
purpose for which they are designed. 

It was the purpose of the Mosaic 
services to keep the people. in touch 
with God. To be a constant remind- 
er of his presence among us. But 
they became a means of separation. 
‘The people fell into a blasphemous 
notion that God must be fed, and

having fed him by the multiplicity of 
their offerings, they fancied them- 
him. and 
his requirements, and to give them- 
selves to their own pursuits regard- 
less of his approval. Against this 
we find in Psalms and Prophets the 
most vigorous and persistent remon- 
strance. 

Read the first chapter of Isaiah. 
The 69th Psalm represents Jehovah 
as saying, “Will I eat the flesh of 
bulls and drink the blood of goats? 
If I were hungry I would not tell 
you.

The Phar- 
asies paid tithes, even of the pot- 
herbs of the garden. Their meals 
were hindered and cumbere@ with 
divers baptisms of pots and cups, the 
contents of which were made up of 
“extortion and excess.” Paul had a 


circumcision as the sine qua non of 
Christian discipleship, and we are 
in danger of trusting more to our 
creed than to Christ, or of bidding 
goodbye to God with our morning 
devotions, as did the Jew when he 
had offered the morning sacrifice, 

In this busy and distracting life ot 
ours, we must practice the presence 
of God; must secure genuine com. 
munion with him daily in his word, 
and say with the Psalmist, “I have 
set the Lord always before me, Be- 
cause he is at my right hand, I shalt 
not be moved.”

Particular ‘interest is felt in this 
operetta, not only because of its fas- 
cinating Strauss music, but also be- 
cause its libretto is based upon one 
of the wittiest of the plays of the 
ever interesting George Bernard 
Shaw’s “Arms and the Man.” Set- 
tine Shaw to music was in itself such 
a bizarre idea that it was scarcely 
credited, but when “The Chocolate 
Soldier”? came to New York from 
Berlin, where it originated, it was 
greeted with a chorus of enthusiastic 
praise and a year-round run at the 
Casino followed. It met the same 
measure of success in Boston, whence 
it comes. after a run of two months. 

In “The Chocolate Soldier” Oscar 
Strauss is. considered to have reached 
the highest point of his career and to 
have taken the last upward step in 
buoyant humor; he has_ invented 
Beah, songful melody that is beguil- 
ing and never tinkling jingle. Around 
Shaw’s Brobdignagian toy soldiers 
he has built big waltz themes for the 
finales, : 

Instead of the one waltz consider- 
ed fair measure in modern pene 
opera, Strauss has given four in “The 
Chocolate Soldier,” In addition to 
the “My Hero” valse, which runs 
throughout the work in varying tem- 
pi, there is “Tiralale,” “Forgive, For- 
give,” and “Falling in Love,” of al- 
most equal fascination, and an over- 
flow of melody that turris from 
dreamy love notes of gypsy fascina- 
tion to whirling, crashing measures. 

For the producer, Mr. F. C. Whit- 
ney, a full choir of wood, wind and 
brass and strings have been made 
necessary, players of executant. skill 
and singers, of course. Stanislaus 
Strange has made the libretto into 
English. The large chorus that must 
be carried is seen but little. They 
are not dragged on the stage in and 
out of season for the sake of their 
frocks or the support they might 
give a shaky prima donna; there is 
no comedian. Even the latter-day 
fashion of using comedians sparingly 
cannot equal the system of “The 
Chocolate Soldier,” where everyone 
is funny once in a while.
